b) a first indicia designating a portion of the matrix 
comprising f ive\ontiguous rows and five contiguous columns whereby 
a five-by-five birtao game can be played thereon; and 

c) a second xxidicia designating a portion of the matrix 
comprising two contiguous rows and two contiguous columns whereby, 
when combined with the fikst indicia, a seven-by-seven bingo game 
can be played thereon. \ a 

Claim 2. A bingo apparatus oompirising: 

a) a bingo card having: \ 

1) a plurality of numbered spaces formed as a matrix 
having seven rows and seven columns; \ 

2) a first indicia designating^ a portion of the matrix 
comprising five contiguous rows and five contiguous columns whereby 
a five-by-five bingo game can be played thereqn; and 

3) a second indicia designating a portion of the matrix 
comprising two contiguous rows and two contiguous columns whereby, 
when combined with the first indicia, a seven-by-seven bingo game 
can be played thereon; \ 

b) a plurality of bingo balls. \ 
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1- Claim 3. VThe bingo apparatus of Claim 2 in which the plurality of 

2 bingo ballsS. comprises more than seventy-five bingo balls..

1 Claim 6. The bingo apparatus of Claim 2 in which a first portion 

2 of the bingo balls are marked with >a first indicia, a second 

3 portion of the bingo balls are marked witoi a second indicia and a 

4 third portion of the bingo balls are markecKwith a third indicia. 

1 Claim 7. The bingo apparatus of Claim 6 in which\the first indicia 

2 is a first color, the second indicia is a seconk color and the 

3 third indicia is a stripe. \ 
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Claim 8. A bingo apparatus comprising: 

a) a bingo card\having a plurality of numbered spaces formed 
as a matrix having five rows and five columns;

Claim 10. The method of\playing a game of bingo comprising: 

a) providing a player\with a bingo card comprising: 
1) a plurality of numbered spaces formed as a matrix having 

seven rows and seven columns; 

2) a first indicia designating a portion of the matrix 
comprising five contiguous rows and f iy^ J^ofitiguous columns whereby 
a five-by-five bingo game can be pla^ed^ thereon; and 

3) a second indicia designating a portion of the matrix 
comprising two contiguous rows and two contiguous columns whereby, 
when combined with the first indicia, a seven^by-seven bingo game 
can be played thereon; 

b) providing a plurality of bingo balls eachNhaving individu- 
al numbers corresponding to the numbered spaces on ishe bingo card; 

c) a player making a first wager to be eligible for the five- 
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15. by-five bingo game and a second wager to be eligible for the seven- 

16 by^seven bingo game, 

17 \d) randomly selecting consecutive bingo balls; 

18 ej\ awarding a first preselected amount when the player
